1.  The  Auctioneer.  This  is  a  public  auction  sale  conducted  in  New 
York  City,  N.Y.  by  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneers  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  of 
the  City  of  New  York  (“Department  of  Consumer  Affairs”).  The 
licensed  auctioneers  are  Mark  E.  Goldberg,  license  #  8271 13,  Ira 
M.  Goldberg,  license  #  0867103,  and  Lawrence  S.  Goldberg, 
license  #  0867102.  The  auctioneer  and  the  cataloguer  are  A-Mark 
Auction  Galleries,  Inc.,  dba  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin,  An  A-Mark 
Company,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  “Superior.” 

2.  7 he  Terms  and  Conditions.  These  Terms  and  Conditions  are  legal¬ 
ly  binding  on  anyone  that  registers  to  bid,  or  actually  does  bid,  at  a 
Superior  auction.  They  define  the  relationship  between  bidders 
and  Superior  before,  during  and  after  the  auction,  and  limit 
Superiors  liability  to  bidders.  Superior  urges  anyone  considering 
bidding  in  a  Superior  auction  to  read  these  Terms  and  Conditions 
carefully  before  doing  so. 

3.  Consignors  and  Reserves.  This  catalogue  contains  descriptions  of 
property  belonging  to  many  persons  known  as  consignors.

The  Consignment 
Agreement  may  also  permit  a  consignor  to  bid  on  his  or  her  own 
lots  and  pay  commissions  at  different  rates  from  other  bidders  if 
successful.

13.  No  Rights  for  Subsequent  Purchasers  or  Assignees.  Only  the  auctual 
purchaser  of  an  item  at  a  Superior  auction  may  claim  any  rights 
under  these  Terms  and  Conditions,  and  such  rights  may  not  be 
transferred  or  assigned  to  anyone  else. 

14.  Disclaimer  of  Compensatory,  Incidental  or  Consequential  Damages. 
Superior’s  liability  to  purchasers  for  returned  items,  items  to  which 
title  issues  are  raised,  or  in  connection  with  any  claim  arising  from

r.  Herbst  was  bom  in  the  Bronx,  N.Y.  in  1950.  He  grew  up  in  Ryebrook,  N.Y.,  in  Westchester  coun¬ 
ty,  where  he  has  had  a  busy  solo  practice  in  internal  medicine  since  1985.  He  has  been  the  local 
school  doctor  and  a  town  police  surgeon.  Dr.  Herbst  has  always  had  a  love  for  history,  particularly 
ancient  Jewish  history.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1972  as  an  Echols  Scholar, 
and  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  is  a  1976  graduate  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  and  subsequently 
trained  in  both  pediatrics  and  internal  medicine.  He  has  served  four  years  as  a  captain  in  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Corps,  six  years  as  president  of  the  Westchester  Region  of  the  Zionist  Organization  of  America,  two  years  as 
national  vice-president  of  the  Jerusalem  Reclamation  Project  (Ateret  Cohanim),  and  has  served  on  the  Westchester 
Jewish  Conference  Board.  Dr.  Herbst  currently  serves  as  president  of  the  Westchester  Israel  Numismatic  Society 
(WINS),  a  post  he  has  held  since  1992.  He  has  written  several  articles  on  ancient  Jewish  history  and  coinage  for  the 
American  Israel  Numismatic  Association  publication  the  Shekel.  He  lives  in  Scarsdale,  N.Y.,  with  his  wile  Lorraine,  their 
three  children — Sar,  Rebecca,  and  Eleazar — and  their  dog,  Ari  ben  Woof- Woof. 

Dr.  Herbst  collected  his  coins  always  with  an  eye  to  historical  significance.  He  tried  to  obtain  the  best  quality  coins 
available  from  a  vast  multitude  of  sources,  yet  to  cover  the  period  involved  with  as  much  depth  as  possible.  He  gives 
great  thanks  to  Mr.  Claude  Amsellem  and  Mr.  David  Hendin,  as  well  as  Mr.  Fred  Jacobs  and  Mr.  Ed.  Janis,  who  have 
been  more  than  kind  and  generous  in  their  help  and  detailed  expertise  in  this  vast  field.  He  believes  that  this  collection 
tells  a  great  story;  that  of  the  Jewish  people.  When  a  small  Jewish  child  holds  in  his  hand  massive  silver  Seleucid  coins 
with  a  picture  of  Antiochus  IV — and  compares  them  to  those  modest  little  prutot  of  the  Hasmoneans — it  conveys 
something  that  cannot  be  read  in  a  book.  Looking  at  beautiful  silver  shekels  of  the  First  Revolt,  or  fantastic  sela  and 
zuzim  of  Bar  Kochba,  and  comparing  them  to  the  haughty  Roman  issues,  Dr.  Herbst  feels  that  one  gets  a  definite  sense 
of  the  meaning  of  Lag  B'Omer  and  Tisha  B’Av.  Dr.  Herbst  reminds  us  that  though  this  century  has  seen  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  tragedies  in  Jewish  history — followed  by  one  of  its  greatest  triumphs — one  must  not  forget  the  entire  sequence  of 
events  that  brought  us  to  our  present.  The  philosopher  Santayana  stated  that  those  of  us  who  forget  the  past  are  doomed 
to  repeat  it.  The  coins  in  this  collection  and  their  study  are  to  help  us  remember.

In  the  Mishnah,  the  Bar  Kochba  tetradrachm  is  referred  to  as  the  "sela.  ”  It  is  perhaps  the  most  impressive  and  beautiful  of  all  the  ancient  Jewish  coins.  This 
coin  is  a  beautiful  example  of  the  rare  tetradrachms  of  the  first  year  of  the  War;  Mildenberg  lists  only  39  examples  of  all  varieties.  Bar  Kochba  was  said  to  have 
been  a  brilliant  warrior  in  the  tradition  of  Judah  Maccabee.  It  is  said  that  Bar  Kochba  wanted  only  the  bravest  and  strongest  men  in  his  army.  To  test  them  he 
would  cut  off  a  part  of  the  little  finger.  But  the  Sages  challenged  him  and  asked:  “ How  long  will  you  continue  to  make  the  men  of  Israel  blemished?"  Bar 
Kochba  replied:  “ How  else  shall  they  be  tested?”  The  Sages  replied:  “ Let  anyone  who  cannot  uproot  a  cedar  from  Lebanon  be  refused  enrollment  in  your 
army.  ”  Bar  Kochba  agreed.

It  was  struck  at 
the  beginning  of  Bar  Kochba ’s  revolt  against  Rome,  with  all  of 
the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  man  Rabbi  Akiba  considered  to 
be  the  Messiah.  Alas,  many  of  the  great  Akiba’s  colleagues  did 
not  agree,  and  Rabbi  Johanan  ben  Tortha  told  Akiba,  “Grass  will 
grow  in  your  jawbones  and  Fie  (the  Messiah)  will  still  not  have 
come.  ”  Indeed,  Bar  Kochba 's  revolt  was  short  lived.  After  it  was 
over,  as  Ya  ’akov  Meshorer  notes,  “Judaism  contracted  itself 
within  the  limits  of  the  four  cubits  of  the  Torah,  and  the  earthly 
Jerusalem  gave  place  to  the  heavenly  Jerusalem.  ”

The  perforated  denarii  of  Bar  Kochba  represent  an  interesting 
phenomenon,  discussed  in  detail  by  Meshorer  in  Jewish  Coins  of  the 
Second  Temple  Period.  Most  Bar  Kochba  denarii  published  up  to  the  end 
of  the  19th  century  had  been  perforated.  Meshorer  quotes  the  Mishnah 
to  explain  that  the  perforation  invalidated  the  monetary  value  so  the  coin 
could  be  used  as  a  charm  with  “ sentimental  value  as  a  reminder  of  the 
former  national  independence  and  glory  of  the  Land  of  Israel  and  its 
people,  while  the  symbols  on  them  recalled  the  Temple  service  and  its 
ceremonial  vessels.  For  this  reason  people  were  undoubtedly  loath  to 
melt  them  down  even  though  they  were  no  longer  used  as  currency.  ”

Some  mistakenly  believe  this  coin  commemorates  the  removal  by  Nerva 
of  the  Jewish  Tax  collected  by  the  Flavians  from  all  Jews  in  the  This  is 
not  so.  This  coin  commemorates  the  removal  of  the  INSULT  of  the 
Jewish  tax.  Seutonius  gave  his  eyewitness  account  of  the  method  used  to 
collect  prior  to  Nerva:  “More  than  other,  the  FISCUS  IVDAICVS  was 
administered  very  severely;  and  to  it  were  brought,  or  reported,  those 
who  either  had  lived  the  life  of  a  Jew  unprofessed,  or  concealing  their 
origin,  had  not  paid  the  tax  imposed  upon  the  people.  I  remember  that  it 
was  of  interest  to  me  during  my  youth  when  a  ninety-year-old  man  was 
brought  before  the  procurator  and  a  very  crowded  court  to  see  whether 
he  was  circumcised.  ”  When  Domitian  was  assassinated  in  C.E.  96,  Nen’a 
instituted  an  extensive  series  of  popular  changes,  one  of  which  was  the 
abolition  of  these  insulting  methods  ofollecting  the  Jewish  Tax,  but  the 
tax  itself  was  not  revoked.  To  proclaim  his  benevolence,  Nerva  ordered 
this  coin  to  be  issued.  The  Jewish  Tax  itself  remained  in  effect  until 
Julian  II  (the  Apostate)  361-363  C.E.
